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The Eightieth Royal English Show at Derby 


Under the most favor- 
able auspices as_ regards 
weather, the eightieth annual 
show in connection with the 
Royal Agricultural Society of 
England was opened in the 
Osmaston Park, Derby, on } 
June 28. The show continued open until Saturday afternoon. Writ- 


ing early in the week, the indications are that the event will main- 


tain the tradition of the last two visits to Derby, which were made - 


in 1881 and 1906. The first show, held in 1843, was not a financial 
success, but the two already named were among the most successful 
financially that the society has ever held. 

The display of Aberdeen-Angus cattle was confined to repre- 
sentatives of the herds south of the Border. The judge was Mr. 
James Beddie, Banks, Strichen, and he had a very creditable dis- 
play of good material with which to work. The classes were, with- 
out exception, well filled, and if the Doonholm entries from Scot- 
land had been forward they would have added lustre to the display 
As it was, the regulations were too indefinite to permit of Mr. 
Kennedy’s stock being sent so far. The quality generally was ex- 
cellent, and some of the stock bred in Scotland had been brought 
out by Scotsmen in England in a masterly manner. 

Aged bulls were an interesting class, and the placings were 
watched with interest. Mr. J. H. Bridges, Langshott, Horley, Sur- 
rey, showed Earl of Surrey 
(43238), a home bred 1917 
calved bull by Gatti (39698), 
and out of a cow by Eland of 
Ballindalloch (24329), a bull 
whieh Mr. Cross of Ingliston, 
Bishopton, bought at a good 
price at Perth several years 
ago, and which he used with 
much success in his herd. Mr. 
J. J. Cridlan of Maisemore, 
Gloucester, presented Eric II. 
of Maisemore (48525), also a 
homebred calved in 1917, and 
by the lrish-bred bull Elegant 
of Tubberdaly (37578), out 
of a home-bred cow. These 
bulls have met with varying 
fortunes at the earlier Eng- 
lish shows of this year. They 
are quite different types. Mr. 
Cridlan’s was champion at 
the Bath and West and third 
at the Royal Counties, whilst 
the Langshott bull was cham- 
pion at the Royal Counties. 
Mr. Beddie hesitated a con- 
siderable time over the a- 
ward, but eventually Mr. 
Bridges got first prize, with 
Mr. Cridlan second. The 
first prize winner is the 
heavier of the two. He carries a great weight of flesh with much 
gaiety and style, and whilst he is not as fine and breedy looking, 
he certainly excelled in masculine character and substance. Mr. 
Cridlan’s is a beautiful quality sire which could do with more weight. 
Viscount Allendale, Bywell Hall, Stocksfield-on-Tyne, was third 
with Proud Prince of Bywell (44528), by the prize winning Proud 
George (38595), and a home bred bull, calved in 1917. Mr. E. G. 


Wheler Galton, Claverdon Leys, Warwick, was fourth with Lord: 


Allan of Claverdon (41902), out of a dam by Edensor. 


Two-year-old bulls were a rather stronger class. Mr. H. L. C. 
Brassey, M.P., Apethorpe Hall, Peterborough, took first prize with 
Black Knight of Auchterarder (45102), bred by Mr. A. T. Reid, 
hachheeniee House, and got by Evmar (41558), out of a Braevail 
dam by Prince of Peru (48209). (Evmar is sire of Stoner & Baird’s 
imported Elba heifer from Auchterarder.) Mr. Macdonald, who 
was trained under his late father at Byres, Fochabers, is in charge 
here, and he fancied this bull at Perth when he stood second in the 
younger class, and when there were many who fancied him for 
first place. This Blackbird bull has grown better than usual for 
his age. He is perfect of his top line, straight to his tail head, and 
deep in his quarters. He is right broad in front, with well sprung 
ribs and great gaiety and style. Black Knight of Auchterarder may 
be predicted to have a great future, and he is a credit to his young 
selector’s acumen and knowledge of the breed. He won first prize 
with general approval. He also had first prize at Peterborough

Yearling bulls were a strong class in numbers, and here Vis. 
count Allendale was awarded first prize for Placeman of Bywell 
(48929), a home-bred bv Proud George, and out of a dam by Prince 
of Jesters (32404), and descended from a famous Benton strain 
Mr. H. L. C. Brassey, M.P., was awarded second prize for E] Khabir 
(47880), a home-bred by Prince of Parade (42304). a Harviestoun 
bull, and again out of a Braevail cow by Proud Caesar (38586) 
This is a symetrical bull, true to breed, full of character, and like 
filling out well. He was first and champion at the English Aber- 
deen-Angus sale in February. Mr. J. J. Cridlan was third with 
Black Idyl of Maisemore (47341), by Idyl of Maisemore (36219), and 
quite a useful youngster. Mr. EK. G. Wheler-Galton was fourth with 
Ethic (48083), by Polled Piper (38450). Cows were a small quali- 
ty class, and here Major J. 
A. Morrison. D. S. 0., Basil- 
don Park, Goring, Reading, 
was placed first with his 
prize winning cow, Kind Jilt 
of Tarsets (58234), and des- 
cended from a Cullen House 
tribe. She is up to size with 
plenty of style and quality, 
is straight of her back, and 
well sprung of her ribs. She 
won at the Bath and West 
and other shows, but had a 
set back at Northampton. Mr, 
EK. A. Wigan. Conholt Park, 
Andover, Harts, was second 
and third. The second was 
the five-vear-old Lady Rose 
of Conholt (61430), by Earl 
Eben of Ballindalloch, and 
the third the eight-year-old 
Tuberose of Conholt (55475), 
by Baron Breslau (30146), 
These are two thick, level 
cows, lacking the quality of 
the first prize cow. Tuberose 
was first at the Royal Coun- 
ties. 

Two - vear - old heifers 
formed a good class. Mr. J. 
J. Cridlan won first prize here 
for Eve ITI of Maisemore 
(64328), a home-bred by Idyl, first at the Royal last year. This 
heifer is neat and of great quality. She handles well, is covered 
deep, ana is straight of her lines. She walks well, and made 4 
splendid appearance. Lt.-Col. Matthew G. E. Bell, Bourne Park, 
Canterbury, was second with Pearlette II. of Bourne (64051), by 
Darwin V. of Clavendon (39191), out of Pearlette II. of: Glenfarelas 
(52535). Mr. Walter A. Sandeman came third with Runa V. of 
Morden (65747), a big, iengthy home-bred by Gaffer Cadet (41622). 

In a very fine class of yearling heifers, Viscount Allendale was 
placed first with the sweet quality heifer, Ella of Bywell (66267), 
by the first prize Royal winner, Proud George (38595). She has 
plenty of length and depth of ribs, which are well sprung, and her 
tail is well set on, with good deep quarters and well down in front. 
Mr. J. J. Cridlan was second with Ideal V. of Maisemore (66761), 
a nice, lengthy, beautiful quality heifer, lacking the substance of 
the first prize winner. Mr. J. H. Bridges was third with Gemma Il. 
(66481), by Echemus of Ballindalloch (41200), wanting the level- 
ness of those in front of her. She has style, and is well down of 
her quarters. Major J. A. Morrison, D.S.O., was fourth with Eviline 
of Basildon, by Idam of Basildon. 

The breed championship was quite an easy win for Mr. H. L. C. 
Brassey, M.P., with his great two-year-old bull, Black Knight of 
Auchterarder, the reserve going to Mr. J. J. Cridlan’s two-year-old 
heifer, Eve III. She won the special for the best animal of the op-

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If Discussion Turns to “Speaking of Steers” 


The title of this article was sug- 
gested by the poster put out by the 
Ontario Aberdeen-Angus Association 
to advertise their auction sale to be 
held at Toronto on June ist. In fact, 
the title was “stolen” boldly from that 
poster, and so were some of the facts 
which are incorporated in the article. 
And we feel no songenctien eeaeeres 
i wledging that the materia 
5 ee a our readers have digested the facts set forth, 
they also may agree that: such information is good to have, no mat- 
ter whether it was “stolen” or acquired by any other means which 
might have suggested themselves to us. “By their works ye shall 
know them,” is another line appearing on the above-mentioned pos- 
ter—but we feel that that line was, in turn, “stolen” from some 
other source by the authors of the poster, so no explanation is re- 
quired for again stealing it. Nevertheless, in view of the figures 
which are presented underneath it, it is particularly apt. 

The ultimate end of every beef animal is the butcher’s block. 
To that end he is bred, raised and fatted. His primary mission in 
life, in accordance with the advancement of mankind and the bring- 
ing of the cattle tribes into subservience, is to supply meat for the 
sustenance of the human race. His secondary mission is to make 
growth and gain of flesh sufficently rapidly that when sold to the 
butcher he will not only pay for the feed he consumed but will also 
yield a profit to the master of the herd. The breed of cattle which 
will fulfill these two requirements to best advantage has been for 
long a matter of conjecture—and sometimes a debate. The ques- 
tion will very probably never be answered to the satisfaction of all. 
Or, perhaps one mighi 
say that it has already 


Canadians Dig Up Great Show Record 
for the Aberdeen - Angus, Covering 
the Globe in the Last Two Decades; 
Eastern Canada Taking Doddies. 


By J. C. Neale, in Farmers’ Magazine, Toronto 


and carload classes. At the Toronto 
Fat Stock Show the single steer cham- 
pionship went to a black ‘youngster. 
And that similar occurrences happen 
on the other side of the Atlantic is 
shown by Angus championship win- 
nings at four large British shows last 
year—Smithfield, Scottish National, 
Birmingham and Aberdeen. Surely a 
good showing. 

Now, it may or may not be that one can judge of the general 
usefulness of a breed by the show ring winnings of finished animals 
of that breed, in open competition. But such a show ring record 
seems to offer a pretty good indication to the man who is breeding 
or intending to breed cattle for the beef markets of the country. 

The continued awarding of championship honors, by different 
judges and over a period of twenty ‘years is proof positive that beef 
producing qualities par excellence are characteristic of the breed. 


~The steer herd and carload championships denote that such qualities 


are not confined to the occasional individual but are quite common 
to breed representatives as a whole. That is for “beef on the hoof.” 
And when it comes to the actual carcass, the Doddie has a higher 
score than in the living animal classes—eighteen awards out of a 
vossible nineteen—which is proof again that outward appearance 
is not false revresentation of what the butcher really wants.. To 
make such a score possible, there must be a superiority of dressing 
percentage, quantity of meat generally, and a high percentage of 
the kind of meat most in demand by the trade. All of which is 
pretty good argument for the breeding of any animal when beet 
is the required product. . 

At the present 


time, despite the more 
or less general depres- 


been answered to the 
satisfaction of all, for 
every beef cattle raiser 
in the country is satis- 
fied that his breed is 
the breed which must 
be proclaimed the win- 
ner. Certain it is that 
different men are mak- 
ing good with different 
breeds, which, without 
going further, would 
suggest to the average 
mind that there must 
be a place for all the 
recognized beef breeds. 
It is probable that cir- 
cumstance is the chief 
factor in determining 
the breed which a man 
shall raise; by circum- 
stance we mean the lo- 
cation of the farm, the 
type of market catered 
to, and the _ personal 
preference of the farm- 
er himself. 
In the Show Ring. 

But there is one 
test in which one par- ; 
ticular breed stands supreme. It is of the show ring test for fin- 
ished beef animals and for beef carcasses that we speak, and the 
breed which has won the great percentage of such tests is the Aber- 
deen-Angus—or the Polled Angus, or the Doddie, according to his 
designation in various places. The information given on the poster 
mentioned above shows this supremacy most graphically. On 
nineteen different occassions the International Live Stock Exposi- 
tion at Chicago has conducted championship classes for individual 
beef steers, all breeds eligible. On twelve occasions the Doddie 
has been victorious. On seventeen occasions there have been classes 
for steer herds of all breeds; and twelve times the award has gone 
to an Angus herd. On nineteen occasions there have been classes 
for carloads of finished steers; fifteen times it has been won by 
Angus cattle. And eighteen times out of nineteen the Aberdeen- 
Angus has won the carcass class. Altogether, Doddie has carried 
off the high honor fifty-seven times out of a possible seventy-four 
—which makes the very nice average of seventy-seven per cent. 

At Canadian shows too, the black steer has not been overlooked 
when the ribbons have been handed out. At the Manitoba Winte1 
Fair last year, the high awards for single steer, steer herd, and 
carload classes were all won by Doddies. At the Alberta Winter 
Fair the same thing happened in the single steer, single female,

sion in farm business, 
interest is being main- 
tained in Angus cattle, 
according to James 
Bowman, secretary of 
the Ontario Aberdeen- 
Angus Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation. He had quite a 
number of inquiries for 
sale catalogues as soon 
as the date of the com- 
ing sale was mentioned 
in the farm papers— 
even before the first 
advertisement appear- 
ed. Since the appear- 
ance of the advertise- 
ments they have been 
coming rapidly—which 
is good evidence of his 
contention of a retain- 
ed interest in the Dod- 
die. He does not con- 
tend that business is 
“better than ever” this 
year, but that it is good 
in consideration of ex- 
isting conditions. The

Up to the present tome the Angus breed in Eastern Canada 
has enjoyed to only a very limited extent an advantage which al- 
most every other breed has had. That is, only a very few wealthy 
men have become sufficiently interested in the breed to establish 
herds. Not that we contend that any breed must be fed “crumbs 
from a rich man’s table” in order to advance, but it stands to rea- 
son that the man who is breeding cattle because of a love for the 
breed, and without the necessity of making his daily bread from 
his herd at the same time, can go farther and faster in developing 
high quality strains and families than can the man whose herd is 
his main business. Such herds near at hand are an asset to the 
smaller breeder who may secure better animals to cross with his 
own, or for a straight addition to his herd, without going long dis- 
tances and vaying high freight charges. Or it may be that he can- 
not afford to purchase even a herd sire of these superior strains, in 
which case he may be able to pay for a service fee to breed his best 
females to a sire in the better herd—and build up his own. in that 
way. A few herds have been started in Ontario recently by men 
of considerable means, and much may be expected of them along 
the lines mentioned.

other, this 50-cent spread on certain classes of plain horned steers 
has spread to $1.00 per hundredweight, with every indication point- 
ing to even more than this. One shipper states that out of three 
telegraphic orders for feeder cattle received last week, in every 
case the instructions were to send no horned steers. With the 
south the only feeder steer market at the present time, the serious 
problem facing commission men is to find a market where the 
common horned cattle are reasonably saleable. If the stock yard 
commission men consider this a serious problem for them it is 
doubly so for the producers, as, after all, he is the one who must 
bear the loss. . 

Million Dollar Loss 


Dehorning not only puts cattle in a different shipping class, 
but it is common knowledge among stock raisers that dehorned 
cattle are quiter, feed better, are more contented and make quicker 
gains on a given amount of feed. This, in itself, should be evidence 
enough of the wisdom and advisability of dehorning. 

Statistics show clearly the losses sustained in shipping and 
handling horned cattle owing to bruises and injuries received from 
hooking and milling each other around in the pens and in transit. 
Figures from the different packing houses in Canada place the 
actual losses owing to bruised meat caused by horned cattle at close 
to $1,000,000 during 
1920. In other words,

Time Now Ripe. 


Experience and investigation has demonstrated that the best 
and most humane way of dehorning is to use caustic potash on 
calves when about one week old, rubbing the caustic on the small 
horn before it breaks through the skin, being careful not to apply 
too much or it is liable to run down into the eyes. For yearlings or 
two-year-olds, regular lever dehorning clippers can be used which 
make a good, quick, clean job. Over this age it is safer to use a 
dehorning saw, as on heavy horns or aged beasts the clippers are 
liable to crush or splinter the roots of the horn. The younger the 
animal, the less chance of injury and the quicker recovery. As a 
matter of fact, with calves and yearlings, the dehorning will not 
even put them off their feed. The best season to do this work is 
from April 1 to May 1, or from October 15 to November 30. Do 
not dehorn at any season of the year when flies are common, or 
during excessively cold weather. Some people apply pine tar and 
other substances to stop bleeding and heal the wound. This should 
not be done. Any such material simply closes the opening in the 
horn and prevents any small natural discharge and quick healing.

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Aberdeen-Anaus as Milkers—A Few Facts 


Among the uninitiated, there 
is a belief abroad that cows of 
the Aberdeen-Angus breed do 
not compare favorably with rep- 
resentatives of other beef breeds 
as producers of milk. In Cana- 
da, and I may say in Western 


articularly, the term ; 
ae cow” is used very frequently by persons who wish to 


meaning that such a cow exists in the good beef animal 
that = bye itn Pte a reasonably good milker. I find that per- 
sons who are not acquainted with the facts believe that cows of the 
Aberdeen-Angus breed do not comply with the requirements of the 
“Farmer’s cow.” This is due entirely to a lack of a thorough knowl- 
edge of the breed’s history, and the position which it occupies in 
the country of its origin. While it is not our intention to claim 
that the Aberdeen-Angus breed is a dairy breed, it is our intention 
to combat the propaganda that has led many well meaning persons 
to form erroneous conclusions regarding the milking qualities. 


For several years Mr. James Bowman, of Guelph, Ont., had on 


exhibition at all of the leading shows in Canada, a grade Aberdeen- 
Angus cow. This cow was shown in the class for best grade milk 
cow, and during the three years that she was shown she won a first 
prize at every leading show in Canada, and at most of the shows 
she was first on more than one occasion. At Weyburn in 1917, she 
was champion over all dairy cows shown. During this period Mr. 
James D. McGregor was exhibiting another grade Aberdeen-An- 
gus cow which almost invariably stood second to Mr. Bow- 
man’s cow. These are facts 
that have not received the 
publicity that they might | en ae a ee 
have received in different 
circumstances, but they in- 
dicate that the Angus has 
competed successfully witi 
any other grade dairy cow. 

In a recent communica- 
tion, we told of the exper- 
iences of one man with the 
butter producing qualities of 
the Aberdeen-Angus cow a: 
follows: : 

“Mr. E. J. Rowe, a 
dairyman, living near the 
City of Brandon, Man., anil 
supplying milk to the city 
trade, had his herd of cows 
tested recently by the city 
health officer’s department 
and this test brought to 
light some very interesting 
facts. Mr. Rowe’s cows 
have all been raised from 
foundaticn stock with a mix- 
ture of Ayrshire and Short- 
horn blood. Some years ago 
he decided to try Aberdeen- 
Angus bulls on some of the 
cows. From those matings 
he has raised eleven first 
cross Aberdeen-Angus. The 
remainder of his herd is made up of first cross cows from Short- 
horn bulls and in some cases Holstein. The result of the test was 
as follows:

Rowe had not had the first cross

tical and definite test proves 
that there is something in the claim made by Scotch breeders that 
there are only two breeds of cattle that will give richer milk than 
the Doddie and they are the Jersey and Guernsey. In reporting the 
figures quoted above Mr. Rowe made the statement that Aberdeen- 
Angus cows were just as good milkers as any others he has used. 
He intends adding more Aberdeen-Angus blood to his dairy herd.” 

Upon another occasion we recited a simple fact relating to ex- 
tensive experiences in South America we found that there were 
people who believed that we were trying to put something over an 
unsuspecting public. The statement follows herewith: 

“We believe that it is a fact that the greatest dairy herd in 
the world is owned by Mr. Richardo Sauze, Villa Sauze, T. C. Ceste, 
Argentina, who operates a dairy farm upon which he keeps 3,000 
Aberdeen-Angus milking cows. The herd is divided into ten separ- 
ate units with 300 cows in each. Each unit is in charge of a shep- 
herd who is responsible for seeing that the cows are properly milked 
and cared for and that they get a percentage of the profits as pay- 
ment. All cows are milked out of doors in corrals. 

“There are many people who believe that Aberdeen-Angus cows 
are not good milkers, but the fact that in February last Mr. Ricardo 

Sauze was delivering over 
12,000 quarts of milk pei 
day when many of his cows 
2 ee were not on milk should 
Se prove that they occasionally 
| do very well. 
“Mr. Sauze visited the 
- | Old Country in February 
te “ae and when at an Aberdeen 
Cae sale he secured the Grand 
Champion bull, Kathkin, 
bred by Mr. Chas. Kenny of 
Skillymarno, to breed bulls 
for his large herd of dairy 
cows. He paid 1,000 gs. 
for this bull and he speaks 
very highly of the Aber- 
deen-Angus as milkers. 

“Mr. Sauze has won 
many prizes with his cows 
and included in the list is 
the supreme championship 
for a dairy cow at the show 
held at Palermo in 1914. It 
should be noted that this 
vast herd of cows is main- 
tained on the open ranch 
and fed only on the grasses 
of the country. They are 
not fed the highly concen- 
trated feeds so much used 
by dairymen where smaller 
‘ herds are kept and where 
more intensive production is the rule.” 

Mr. William Porterfield, who lives a few miles south of the city 
of Brandon, Man., has produced some of the good steers that have 
been heard from in Manitoba shows, and other more important 
shows for that matter; says that he considers the Aberdeen-An- 
gus “the ideal farmer’s cow.” He says that they give him plenty 
of milk and they raise such good beef calves, that he would not 
think of changing them for any other. After talking with Mr. Por- 
terfield for a time we decided to visit the farm and see for ourselves 
just what he had in the way of “teal farmer’s cows.” We took a 
camera along and present herewith some snaps of the cows that 
are real producers, for Mr. Porterfield. (Unable to secure cuts.) 


We found that his six cows of good Aberdeen-Angus type were 
being milked regularly, and the cream was being sold. These cows 
were giving approximately an average of 40 lbs. per day, each, or a 
total of 240 lbs. of milk. While we are well aware of the fact that 
100-lb. cows are to be found nowadays. At the same time a cow 
that gives 40 lbs. a day is almost in the dairy class in spite of what 
anyone may think, The photographs shown here wii! indicate the 
character of the cows and show something of the udder development 
of these good Doddies.

Dear Mr. Gray: 

Your letter of May i7, regarding the slides, has been received and I note 
what yau have to say about them. 

Referring to the matter of exporting business I have to advise that the situ. 
ation is more complicated this year than it was last and, just at present, the 
outlook is not promising. A few months ago rinderpest was discovered in Brazil 
and, according to published veports, is creating great alarm throughout all the 
South American countries. I can appreciate this more fully because I went 
through some of the country where this disease is now spreading and I am un- 
able to understand how they will be able to control it for two reasons. The 
country is almost impossible te locate sick cattle and if animals die in these 
places the disease will be spread by the streams. Brazil does not have a very 
well organized force of veterinarians and it will be difficult to get the complete 
cooperation of the cattle raisers in the infected territory. You can remember, 
no doubt, how much opposition there was in this country to the slaughter of 
animals when the government was attempting to stamp out foot and mouth dis- 
ease. Just what effect this has on the trade with Uruguay and Argentina is 
‘his: An embargo has been placed by these two countries on live stock coming 
from any country if the boat stops at a Brazilian port. Since business conditions 
have become so serious due to the low rate of exchange practically no boats carry 
cargoes between New York and the River Plate ports, which do not stop at some 
port in Brazil. This condition makes it almost impossible to ship live stock from 
the United States to any of the Atlantic coast countries in South America. 
Brazil of course has also stopped the shipment of live stock and it is understood 
that the packing plants are closed. 

I do not know just how fatal this disease is but, according to the Buenos 
Aires Herald, from 90 to 95 percent of the cattle infected die with this disease. 
It is understood that it not only affects cattle and sheep but will cause emborgoes 
to be placed by other countries on hides, wool, forage, and other products which 
are known to carry this disease.

Dear Sir: 

I presume that by the time this letter reaches you 
all cropping will be done in your county and farmers 
will be turning their attention to harvest. Let us 
hope crops will be good. Production—-not price in 
dollars and cents—determines eventually the wealth 
of a community. Farmers—the great producers of 
raw materials—have been the first to suffer from the 
shrunken buying power of the nations of the world. 
Other branches of industry will feel the drop later. 
(All are feeling it to some extent.) 

Through the period of readjustment, it is quite 
noticeable that live stock prices have shrunk propor- 
tionately somewhat less than grain prices. This may 
be explained in at least two ways: 

First—Live stock and live stock products cannot 
be so easily stored and held as grain, but must flow 
to market in day to day, week to week and month 
to month periods. 

Second—During the period of high prices for grain 
many pastures were plowed up to produce grain. Rel- 
atively, then, there is a decided surplus of grain over 
live stock. 

No doubt many are complaining about the drop in 
live stock prices and especially in prices for pure 
bred cattle. Today one can sell cattle for more 
bushels of grain than a year. ago; and less money has 
been lost (through shrinkage prices) in live stock 
than in grain. On the other hand, the man who 
eashed grain when it was high can today make the 
products of his thrift (the money he got for his 
labor) buy more than a year ago. 

From now on quality must be furnished the buyer. 
He insists on that and is in a position to command it, 
No need to tell you how to get quality in cattle. The 
pure bred bull is the short and economical route. 

In a short search for some bulls of serviceable age, 
the writer was struck with the relatively small num- 
bers of bulls in the hands of small breeders. These 
breeders had sold their, bull crop to their neighbors 
at prices satisfactory to both producer and buyer. 
This is a situation and shows that farmers want 
Shorthorn bulls and will buy them at the new scale 
of prices. The farmers need the bulls and breeders 
should be urged to sell to their home market. 

Farmers’ bull sales have proven very valuable where 
they have been held. Local advertising brought local 
crowds who bid freely to local auctioneers and bought 
from local breeders. The local market is a good one 
to cultivate. 

The American Shorthorn Breeders’ Association 
wishes to congratulate each County Agent on the 
work being done for Agricultural improvement and 
wishes to cooperate with County Agents more and 
more.

Wm. M‘Combie in Youth. 


It was, then, under such conditions that William, 
Charles of Tillyfour’s second son, was born, in the 
old house at Tillyfour in the room on the second floor 
front, with one window, as shown in the photographs 
that have been reprduced of the home of “the stand- 
ing menace to vegetarians,” as The Druid was to call 
him in the hey-day of his fame. We have no par- 
ticulars as to his early years. The only suggestion 
is that in describing a slight peculiarity in a finger- 
nail he passed it off with a remark that it was the 
result of the explosion of a ‘‘pooder” horn which he 
had held in his hand ‘‘when a laddie, up in the gar- 
ret.” 

A Student’s Diary. 

William first makes himself known to us in his 
14th year. There are before me two class cards 
showing that he was a student at Marischal College 
and University, Aberdeen, in 1819-20, and 1820-21. 
The first is No. 30, for his “Natural and Civil History 
Class, Jn. Davidson, P.’”’ for ‘‘William M‘Combie, 
Student.” The second is for William M‘Combie, No. 
19, for Second Mathmatical Class. Session 1820-21,” 
and signed ‘Robert Hamilton.” Preserved among 
these remnants of William’s college years is a por- 
tion of a rough diary, evidently of the year 1819, the 
first pages being lost. Here is what we have: 

20 This day Wm. Andrew shoved me for saying 
he had no business when he had none, for I 
told the Master I was in the window there- 
fore I was committed to myself (7?) 

21 This day was the first ever we had any place 
to carry us skutching (7?) (skating ?). 

23 This day there was a fight between Thos. Gam- 
mie and Robert M‘Combie, but certainly Thos. 
Gammie has the better as I here (for I was 
not aside). But Peter Morrison threw over 
Thos. Gammie & upon this account Robert 
M“Combie made him say he was beat. 

23 This day also Robert M‘Combie also fought with 
J. Gordon, Minor. 

27 This day there was a great many challenges be- 
tween different people. 

28 This day there was a bloody battle between A. 
Grant & Wm. Alexander, in which Grant was 
victorious after. having received many severe 
blows by Jas. Forsythe, but Mrs. Morrison 
made them both be pardoned. 

28 This day also I was at a feast by J. Forsyth. 

29 Think it proper to mention this was a rainy day. 

29 And I likewise got a new history of England.

Thus ends the college diary, which will be seen to 
have been full of battles and fights, all of which, no 
doubt, were of intense interest. There is one point 
where we find William expressing his opinion, which 
gives us the first glimpse of his ‘‘mind” where he 
says, February 24, in regard to the great “hurry” he 
had with James Forsyth, ‘‘I was very angry with 
myself for having strived with him.” It would seem 
that his brother Robert was more inclined to these 
sparring adventures than William. The mention of 
having lost his snuft box is a curious incident, in 
one so young to become addicted to that no doubt 
family habit, for the M‘Combies in Aberdeen were 
manufacturing that famous commodity known by the 
name M‘Combie’s taddy, in which business they in- 
deed became wealthy, for they on several ocecasions 
forestalled the market thus creating for themselves « 
monopoly, in true commercial mode. 

The mention of St. Valentine’s Day and the “plenty 
of lasses’ names,’ and the ‘“dancings’” when the 
“highland Piper” came along, show that William hed 
not then any specific objection to the society of the 
gentler sex. On Festern’s eve he tells us “I myself 
in our plate got the ring’ but that portent, if it was 
regarded as such in those days, does not seem to have 
proved at all prophetic. In only three occasions does 
he mention his College studies: on one he got a new 
history of England, on another a new version book 
and in a third began Virgil. 

From his college diary it would not seem that his 
studies had been much of a burden upon him. As 
he, however, records later, he must have looked back 
on these days as a lost opportunity. “I regret my 
in attention while at school, to this day,” he else- 
where says. His brother Charles and his cousi1 
William of Easter Skene went to college and took 
their arts degrees, and little as such a diploma was 
valued by William then, he must, when he entered 
public life, have found. himself handicapped because he 
had not obtained the benefits he might have in his 
youthful student days.

Bardell is doing 
exceptionally well. On February 6th about 
one week after we got him home we weigh- 
ed him and his weight was 1085 pounds. On 
March 6th, twenty-eight days later he weigh- 
ed 1197, a gain of 112 pounds or 4 pounds 


per day. We consider this an exceptional 
gain, considering the fact that he had been 
on a nurse cow previous to being shipped to 
us. 

“In regard to the Aberdeen-Angus cows 
not being good milkers would say that we 
have two cows, Kate of Marlette and Hun- 
ter’s Creek Bell that are exceptionally good 
milkers. They will each when fresh give 16 
quarts of milk twice a day. They each have 
calves over two months old running with 
them in the pasture and until recently we 
have had to milk them once a day. 

“We have recently sold our farm at Cros- 
well and purchased one near Port Huron, 
only 10 minutes ride on a cement road to 
the center of the city which makes it very 
conveniently located for parties coming from 
a distance as we can meet any train in a few 
minutes. 

“We are very busy re-modelling our build- 
ings and when completed expect to have 
them very convenient for handling our 
stock.”—Dr. G. R. Martin.

Fieldmen to Rub Cattle 


Amendments to the by-laws of the Aber- 
deen-Angus Association providing means 
specifically to avoid again spending more 
money than is taken in. 

The recent appearance in the Aberdeen- 
Angus Journal of communications from the 
President of the Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ 
Association and Director Eckardt dilating 
on the present financial status of the asso- 
ciation, the fieldmen, etc.; is my reason 
for offering these comments. Behind me 
for more than a quarter of a century in the 
pathway of life lie my tracks as a breeder 
of the Aberdeen-Angus cattle and as a mem- 
ber of the association, and with knowledge 
and recollection of the management of the 
affairs of the association dating back to 
November, 1883, the time of the filing of 
Articles of Incorporation of the American 
Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association by 
Holt and his co-petitioners. I heard those 
in authority at that time discuss the prob- 
lems that would confront them as strugg- 
lers for success. Nearly all these men have 
closed their earthly accounts and passed on. 


Let us consider what these old pioneers ac- 
complished with only a few cattle, little 
money, poor railroad facilities and that, 
too, long before the genius of man brought 
forth the telephone, or chained electricity 
to his wants for transportation or substitu- 
ted the rapidity of the stenographer’s art 
for the old goose quill pen. 


At that time these men saw the Treasur- 
er of the American Shorthorn Record Asso- 
ciation pointing his finger to the big bal- 
ance in the Treasury, declaring his employ- 
ers “booted and spurred” rich in long 
horned, long legged, tallowy cattle, arro- 
gant in power, would never allow a “dod- 
die” to graze even on land adjoining their 
hallowed pastures and then too far out 
toward the western boundaries of the now 
corn belt country they saw some ‘million- 
aires building barracks for the Herefords 
and fencing the seemingly boundless grass 
lands of the earth and erecting every con- 
ceivable sign to oppress and bewilder these 
“doddie” adherents. But nothing that 
wealth and all that the ingenuity of man 
could conceive of combined could daunt the 
indomitable spirit of this little coterie of 
Aberdeen-Angus breeders. 

During all these perilous times whenever 


and wherever the battle for supremacy was 
waged fiercest the Aberdeen-Angus flag 


was carried and planted there by the Laird 
of Turlington, Nebraska, the Duke of Deni- 
son, Iowa, the Prince of Estill, Missouri, 
the Sage of Creston, Illinois, or the Cavi- 
lier of Napierville, Illinois, or some one of 
their contemporaries and there it remained 
until it waved in triumph. 

Each victory was recorded by that sturdy 
old Scotchman Secretary, McFarlane, loca- 
ted then at Harvery, Illinois, but soon the 
old Scot was ordered to fold his papers and 
come to the deservedly new offices in the 
Union Stock Yards, Chicago, Illinois. But 
this union and tower of strength was des- 
tined to remain only for a short time, ere 
long the rumblings of discord, the whin- 
ings of petty jealousies was heard and it 
arose and gathered force until soon the 
sturdy old Scot was forced to turn over all 
the activities of his office to his young suc- 
seccor, also a Scotchman, and upon whom 
there now seems to be directed a volume 
of criticism that its intensity equals a nest 
of machine guns and rivals a_ veritable 
battling ram charging him responsible for 
all the discord among -the members of the 
Angus Association, and the only wonder to 
the casual observer is that he is not charged 
with the mistake of spending the money the 
President: says ought not to have been. 

And that which is most surprising is, that 
in the long list of offenses against the 
rights of persons, and the rights of proper- 
ty, that his critics have failed to select one 
for his conviction. Behold! the stalwart 
Scotch Secretary of the American Aber- 
deen-Angus Breeders’ Association with his 
accounts, as such, annually audited and ap- 
proved by an expert accountant, standing 
at the very Zenith of his official power, 
clothed in the immaculate shield of truth 
that wards off the poisonous darts aimed at 
him by stormy designing factions but this 
Scot needs no defense from the writer’s 
pen nor is it so intended. 

But as an appeal to the Board of Direc- 
tors and the members of the association to 
pause, to reflect, and if possible to avoid 
the re-enacting of the scenes and events 
incident to the time when former Secretary 
McFarlane retired from his office and turn- 
ed his back forever upon its threshhold.

We may, therefore, assume that he was acquainted 
with the great Latin epic poet’s views in regard to 
mating and herd management. Virgil’s principle in 
breeding was “‘to note the tribe, the lineage and the 
sire” to have cows ‘with stern countenance, and 
curved horns; even sometimes rude, but not like the 
bull.” To that description of and the accompanying 
one of the “bull’s brow and span of golden horns” 
William would not at all subscribe. 

But Virgi’s conception that “Herds shall rise on 
herds, and race on race,’’ William was to prove in 
his own career, and doubtless he must have read 
with bated breath Virgil’s wonderful descriptions of 
the battles that occurred among the Roman bulls, and 
had watched similar contests in the fields at home 
and would calculate which would “gain the day’”’ as he 
had calculated as he watched his pugnacious dollege 
mates in their boyish bouts. But ‘“‘gaining the day” 
which seemed to have, by the very. repetition of the 
expression, to have been an instinctive anticipation, 
doubtless was one of the these developed principles 
that was to guide him on towards many a victory in 
the hard fought market tuzzles and showyard battles 
in which he was himself to be engaged. 

That these strenuous exploits and experiences al- 
ways made a great impression on him throughout 
life would appear from many a little word he let 
drop. He was wont even to quote in the same vein 
Burns’ lines—

“When bees biz oot wi’ angry fech;” 
and his thoughts would recur to the same idea when, 
for the instance, in his Sunday evening gatherings 
with his servants at the house, would instill into 
their minds that ‘“‘The sympathies of the world were 
with the strong and not with the weak.” 

Speaking of his two years at college, the London 
Daily Telegraph said: “His father compelled his 
second son William to repair to Aberdeen University, 
where, like Dugald Dalgetty, he acquired at least the 
rudiments of Latin. But as Horace says “You may 
expel nature with a fork yet she is certain to re- 
assert herself.’’’ So William at her back asserted 
the nature within him and determined to follow the 
business of his father which appeared to have many 
more attractions than that of mastering the declen- 
sions and mathematical problems of his teachers at 
College. 

In response to a letter whitten to Mr. P. J. An 
derson, Librarian of the University of Aberdeen, in 
regard to William’s professors, he wrote: “I note your 
name among out students of 1874-76; and that of 
your uncle (‘“Gul. McCombie, filius Caroli, in Tilly- 
four, Tough’”’) in 1819-21. His professors would have 
been Robert Hamilton, Mathematics (lst class 1819- 
’20; second class, 1820-21); Patrick Copeland, Nat- 
ural Philosophy (1819-’20). Davidson’s course was a 
curious hotch potch of Natural Science (such as it 
then was), History and Latin. There was no regular 
professor of Latin until 1839, when the great Blackie 
was appointed.’”” While William was distinctly averse 
to continuing his studies at Marischal College and 
notwithstanding his father’s wishes, who desired him 
to continue his college studies, he absolutely refused, 
and a cattle dealer he would be, it was otherwise with 
me forty-six years later. I was interested in the 
studies, especially in anything that bore on animal 
life and heredity as expounded by Professor (after- 
wards Sir) John Struthers, and I was bidden to re- 
turn to Tillyfour to “assist” my uncle. 


William Turns Cattle Dealer. 


It must have been in early youth that William of 
Tillyfour determined on following the business of his 
father and grand father, that of cattle dealing. His 
father was strongly averse to William engaging in 
the precarious business; he wanted him to go to col- 
lege, like his brother Charles, who adopted the Churen 
as his career, likely at the suggestion of his mother, 
Ann Black, the daughter of a Buchan farmer. _ But 


~ a profession seemed too tame for William, who was 


made of different stuff from which doctors of divin- 
ity, medicine or philosophy were evolved. The in- 
spiration of his father and grandfather was instinct- 
ively absorbed and materialised in him, and he was 
bent on joining the ranks of the cattle dealing fra- 
ternity. He became a partner with his father, 
Charles, first laird of Tillyfour, as that father had 
been of his father, William, tenant of Lynturk, who 
was not only the father of Charles, who became a 
laird, but of two other sons, Thomas and Peter, whu 
also died lairds, it being from the two last that Wil- 
liam M"“Combie, cousin of William of Tillyfour, inher- 
ited Easter Skene and Lynturk, the latter likewise be- 
coming a conscientious breeder of the Polls. 

Thus we have the lineage of these sons of the mist 
through a series of generations, the members of each 
of which were more or less engaged in accumulating 
wealth in cattle, the leading industry of the country, 
that was to take on new importance in the activities 
of William of Tillyfour. Blood will tell: like produces 
like, and William was an instance of both of the pro- 
verbs of the stock breeder. 

The next.account of his activities by himsef again 
occurs in the form of a diary, relating to the year 
1824, which is of extreme interest. But here, as 
William has bid adieu to his college exactions, which, 
as we gather from himseif were irksome, we may 
quote a passage from “Cattle and Cattle Breeders” 
which carries on the story from about this time. He 
had evidently made up his mind to escape from study 
and follow the seductive attractions to him of a 
young adventurous spirit in his father’s business in 
which he yearned to engage himself. ‘My father,’ 
he says, ‘‘was very unwilling that I should follow lw: 
business, knowing that it was a very precarious one; 
but what could he do with me? I would do nothing 
else, and he was obliged to yield. I worked on the

Freemartins. 

When a bull and a heifer are born at the 
same time, the heifer is usually sterile. The 
bull is generally an average producer. The 
generative organs of the heifer rarely ever 
develop sufficiently to be a matron. Occas- 
sionally a Freemartin heifer breeds, but in 
most cases they do not conceive until near 
maturity. The production among Freemar- 
tin heifers is so rare that it is not usually 
advisable to keep one for breeding purposes, 
unless an examination of the generative or- 
gans has been made. The writer has exam- 
ined many of these cows and heifers which 
have failed to conceive. The generative 
organs of such females vary in development. 
Occassionaly where the organs are com- 
plete, a little stimulation thru the rectum, 
will get results.

This false delivery may have its effect 
on the heifer, leaving here generative oy. 
gans undeveloped. Just why nature at. 
tempted to prevent reproduction in the 
Freemartin, has not been definitely explain- 
ed. Occassionally a breeder has hopes of a 
producer when the heifer shows normal heat 
periods. This is often very misleading—

one who is attempting to breed pure 
me live stock there is both facination and 
satisfaction, providing | the desired results 
are achieved. That which is most facinating 
in the process is the study and application of 
the laws of heredity. While very much of 
what is written about heredity is mere the- 
ory, there are some facts that seem well es- 
tablished, and these the breeder must not 
ignore if he would succeed. Some appear to 
be breeding formulas only, a sire to a daugh- 
ter, or a dam to a son, or a son to a daugh- 
ter, or a son to a ~randdaughter, or some- 
thing of the sort. But it will be noted that 
where anv of these formulas are followed 
with success the animals so mated were of 
superior quality. It was not merely mating 
names of certain relationship. 

Obviously among all successful breeders 
it is insisted that the parents and grandpar- 
ents at least of the animals to be mated 
must have been of excellent character. If 
these did not possess good qualities it is 
hardly worth while to look further back in 
the ancestral line, and less worth while to 
breed any of their descendants. It is of the 
utmost imnortance to know what was in the 
immediate ancestors of the animals to be 
mated. 

If I am told that a grandmother twelve 
generations back was good, and told nothing 
else, I am in total darkness in my breeding 
operations. From such information only I 
cannot possiblv know what there is in the 
individual before me. I cannot know that 
any of the good of that ancient ancestress 
has persisted through the subsequent gener- 
ations. I cannot know how much that is ob- 
jectional has been added to the blood of that 
old famous ancestress. I want to know what 
is really in the individual that I purpose 
mating. And I may be perfectly sure that 
its sire had as much to do with what is ac- 
tuallv there as its dam had, and in all pro- 
bability much more. 

Really it is more important to me to know 
that nearby in the line of decent there were 
extra good animals than to know that there 
was a good one long ago with scores inter- 
vening between that one and the one I am 
expecting to breed for good results. Tell 
me that there is an Idolmere, an Evenest of 
Bleaton, a Black Woodlawn, or something of 
that sort, near to my animal, and you tell 
me something that I ought to know. If you 
tell me there was a Pride. an Erica. a Black- 
bird, or some other of the high priced ones, 
back in the line, I am in the dark, and any 
breeding would be even less than pedigree 
breeding. 

I would urge then that those who care 
for the improvement of the breed of Aber- 
deen-Angus, who are genuine breeders, and 
not speculators in pedigrees merely, drop 
the so-called “family fads,” and tell prospec- 
pny aoe honestly what they are offering 

sell.

Fine Work by Roane County, Tennessee, 
Boys. 


The club boys of Roane county are des- 
tined to be good farmers if conclusions are 
drawn from their present activities, says G. 
L. Herrington, state club leader. Under the 
leadership of County Agricultural Agent, 
Robert Johnston the boys are fattening 21 
head of baby beef animals, raising 4 pigs, 
growing 41 acres of corn, each of these pro- 
jects is a demonstration in the community as 
to how such farm activities on a large scale 
should be attacked for greater returns and 
the work is attracting considerable attention. 

The 21 head of Angus calves weighing an 
average of four hundred pounds at the 
beginning of the feeding contest in April. 
Some had passed the 700 pound mark by the 
middle of June. Hugh Ross, a lad south of 
Kingston, has a calf that gained 220 pounds 
> 82 days, which is almost three pounds a 

ay. 

The calves are now receiving feed daily, 
plenty of fresh water and pasture. Their 
young masters are also liberally applying 
the comb and brush. All calves but 5 are 
pure breds. They will be shown at the Coun- 
ty fair where $125.00 in prizes are available 
and will then go to the Nashville Fat Stock 
Show. 

While County Agent Johnston is con- 
vinced that Roane County is primarily a 
live stock producing county, he has held out 
that farmers should also produce feed for 
their live stock. 

Thru his club of 45 corn club members, he 
is demonstrating good methods of growing 
seed. It will be remembered that the Roane 
County corn club boys won second prize for 
this district at the State Corn Show in Nash- 
ville last year. They will exhibit again next 
December and are going after the first prize.

Negligent Care of Live Stock. 

In Werner vs. United States Railway Ad- 
ministration, et al., 181 Northwestern 81, 
cecided December 24, 4920, rehearing denied 
January 11, 1921, the Supreme Court of 
North Dakota modified the judgment of the 
lower court, and affirmed it as to the rail- 
way company. The judgment against the 
Director General was reversed, because he 
was not at that time operating the property. 

The claim covered a shipment of 41 young 
stecrs shipped by Slimmer & Thomas, South 
St. Paul. Minnesota, to H. C. Werner, Hazen, 
North Dakota, December 3, 1917. They left 

St. Paul 11:05 p. m., December 3, arriving 
at Hazen 3:15 p. m., December 7. 

Some had their horns broken, one had a 
broken leg and was killed, and another died 
a few days later of pneumonia. Judgment 
for $277 with interest brought the total to 
$352.91. 

The Supreme Court directed that the item 
ef $41 which coveréd the animal which later 
died should be eliminated since the evidence 
did not show its death to have been the re- 
sult of the carrier’s negligence. 

Th Court held that the evidence relating 
‘a Jack of care and negligent care sun 
the verdict.

exhibitors from the east and middle west 
and it is expected that a large number of 
cattle will be listed before the entries close 
on August 24th. Dean H. S. Skinner of 
La Fayette, Ind., has been selected to judge 
the Aberdeen-Angus classes at this show. 


“Backing the exhibition of Angus cattle 
will be a sale conducted by the national as- 
sociation September 23. This sale will con- 
sist of about 20 head of high class breeding 
cattle, none of which will be allowed to enter 
the sale ring unless they are capable of win- 
ning in strong competition. According to 
Dr. K. J. Seulke, extension representative 
of the Association, the stock will not be 
over fitted show cattle, but good breeding 
cattle properly grown and handled. There 
will be several head of imported females 
from some of Scotland’s most noted herds, 
also stock from one or two of the greatest 
Angus breeding establishments in the middle 
west.

Of 
course it is every breeder’s business to sell 
his own cattle, nobody questions that, and 
it is his business to sell the breed 
whenever and wherever he can. But 
it is likewise and particularly the business 
of the Association, representing all- Angus 
breeders, to sell the breed. Whenever the 
Association lets go of that idea its “a dead 
one,” and we’d better get out of it and into 
another association which is alive. ; 

The logical place to sell a breed is not 
where it is already sold, where Angus herds 
are numerous now and the enthusiastic 
breeders are able to sell it, though even in 
such a territory the extension man can find 
work to do. The logical place to sell the 
breed is where there is need of improved 
cattle and the breeders are not numerous 
cnough to put over the Aberdeen-Angus 
idea. That is the place for the Association 
to get busy. Breeders in what is now Aber- 
decn-Angus territory will not immediately 
feel the effects of this work and I fear that 
some of them will conclude that there are 
no effects. If anyone wants facts to show 
such effects they are available, but to pre- 
sent them now would take too much space. 
Some breeders want these effects too soon. 
Breed selling is not a swift business, it is 
a long job, and its ultimate results must 
depend largely on the actual merit of the 
article to be sold. If we have confidence in 
the article we should also have confidence 
in the selling campaign which makes it 
known to a constantly broadening circle of 
cattlemen. 

I believe that as soon as any extension 
man has his territory in good shape, in such 
position as the local breeders and their or- 
ganizations can reasonably carry on the 
work of breed promotion, he should be as- 
signed to new fields for development, 
wherever he can do the most good for the 
cause. 

I believe in doing this extension work, in 
doing it well, and in raising the money nec- 
essary to do it. With Directors Donohoe, 
and Kekardt, I voted to make the transfer 
fee sufficient to cover it, but we were in 
the minority. It’s time to quit fretting 
about a dollar difference in transfers and 
put the Angus breed across. If we invest 
a few dollars, derived from the animals we 
actually sell, we will get them all back some 
day. If we don’t invest them we can’t get 
them back and more dollars with them. A 
dollar more on every animal sold won’t 
bust” anybody and it will broaden our mar- 
ket if _we invest it in some form of breed 
extension work properly carried out. The 
trouble with a lot of us is we are not dis- 
criminating between an investment account 


and an expense account. Extension work is 
and should be regarded as an investment, 
not merely as an expense. 

I am sure that all who are entrusted with 
the responsibility of carrying on the Asso- 
ciation’s work, in this or any other respect. 
would welcome discussion of any matter. If 
I am wrong I want to know it, and if the 
other fellow is wrong I want him to know it. 
Your columns afford us all a place to learn 
these things.

Beechwood Plantation. 


Beechwood Plantation comprises 7,000 
acres, lying along the Flint River, near 
Reynolds, Georgia. It was formerly the 
property of General John B. Gordon, but is 
now owned by Joel Hurt, of Atlanta, and is 
being operated under the efficient manage- 
ment of W. R. Whatley. 

Mr. Hurt is one of Georgia’s pioneers in 
the use of Aberdeen-Angus bulls in grading 
up the native cattle. He now has on this 
property a fine herd of grade cattle which 
have been developed by this method. 


Beechwood has 3000 acres of rich bottom 
land next to the river, which grows great 
crops of corn, etc., unless caught by the oc- 
cassional overflows of the Flint. In order 
to conrtol this water and thus insure a 
bumper crop annually Mr. Hurt has started 
the construction of a great levee, some 20 
feet high, extending along the river for a 
distance of eight miles. A giant steam 
shovel with a 60 foot arm has already 
thrown up over 4 miles of this protecting 
wall and it is only a matter of time until 
one may stand on this levee and gaze on 
3,000 acres of growing crops without a 
break. The system of farming followed 
provides for the feeding of these crops to 
cattle and hogs, right on the property, as 
a contribution to Georgia’s efforts to live 
at home. 


Mr. Hurt built the magnificient Hurt 
building in Atlanta, a seventeen story mod- 
ern office structure and it is a great monu- 
ment to his genius and enterprise, but this 
reclamation project along the Flint river 
will mean more to the Georgia of the future 
than any mere pile of steel and concrete. 
Mey Georgia find many to follow the lead 
of such a progressive citizen.—C. D. Lowe.

farm for years, when not away at the fairs, with the 
servants and shared their diet. I cut two harvests, 
and during the season took charge of the cattle. My 
first speculation was a £12 grass field. In this I 
had a partner, an excellent man, who had been a 
servant to my father for twenty years. It was a 
good year, and we divided £15 of profit. This gave 
me encouragement. I yearly increased my specu- 
lations, and gradually got into my father’s business 
at Falkirk market and Hollow Fair. My father was 
very indulgent, and sent me away to the fair when a 
young man, giving me authority to buy, and money 
to pay for, half a dozen beasts. I exceeded by com- 
mission and bought three little lots, about fifteen in 
all. The owners trusted me the money I was short. 
I drove them home myself, about sixteen miles, feel- 
ing very proud of my drove. My father examined 
them the next morning, and remarked, ‘They have 
not the countenance of beasts.’ Of course this cha- 
grined me very much. This was my first appear- 
ance as a buyer of cattle and some of the beasts } 
remember to this day. I believe there is no better 
way to train a young man than to put him to market 
without assistance. If a man cannot back himself. 
he is unfit for the trade of a butcher, a jobber, or a 
grazier.”’ 


This experience of William was very much like the 
one of myself when I was sent to a sale in the north 
with power to buy a cow. I had great pride in the 
animal I selected and anxiously awaited her coming 
to Tillyfour. She arrived late one afternoon, and the 
Master did not “examine” her until the following 
morning. He barely gave her a glance, but turned 
his eyes on me with a withering look—perhaps if it 
had not been for his own experience he might have 
said something that would have “chagrined me very 
much,” and something more: but he was silent. For 
she—as I soon was to learn—had not only “‘not the 
countenance of a beast’? but had only what seemed 
to belong “neither to the ox nor the ass, nor anything 
that was her neighbour’s” of normal shape or form. 
She was certainly a rara bovina, not of the race or 
mould of the family she was supposed to have sprung 
from; or of a kind that would have enabled ‘‘herds 


to rise on herds and race on race”; or to be more 

pointed, not the kind upon which the Master would 

throw away sixty guineas, for that was her price. 

This animal was Kismet bred by William Skinner, 

Drumin, the place of the Drumin Lucys. She was 

passed on at the next Tillyfour sale, being purchased 

by the late Mr. George Wilken, Waterside, well known 
on this side. He found a congenial task in endeavor- 
ing to extract some more definite information from 
her breeder than was already given; for she had been 
catalogued simply as sired by a “‘pure Aberdeenshire 

Polled bull at Drumin’’—from which it will be seen 

that the ‘‘Polled Aberdeenshire” breed was not yet 

extinct at that place. At the time this paternality 
had little significance. This Kismet freak later fig- 
ures in the remarkable tabulation of the Kindness 

Prides appearing on p. 29, of the “History of the 

Heatherton Herd,’’ on which page a note appears 

stating that the breeding of ‘‘the descendants of 

Kismet is accepted as all that could be desired.” 

The sires on the line of descendants being Principai, 

Bloodstone, Werburgh and Just Judge, which them- 

selves seem to ke as little known to fame as the 

Great Unknown himself.
